Relations be­ 
tween the two men almost reached 
the breaking point in 1917 when 
Mr. Lansing issued his celebrated 
statement saying the United States 
was .being drawn daily nearer aad 
nearer the war. The President made 
every effort to overtake the state­ 
ment after it had been given out 
at the state department but it was 
impossible. 
When Mr. Lansing went as a 
member of the American mission to 
Paris more 
difference

With other members of the Ameri­ 
can mission, he was not in accord 
with the president’s ideas of mak­ 
ing the treaty of peace and the cov­ 
enant of the League of Nations one 
and the same inseparable document 
It was Mr. Lansing’s idea that such 
a plan would delay the activity of a 
peace treaty and in this he was 
supported by Henry White and E. 
M. White. 
When President Wilson went back 
to Paris last March and found that 
during his brief absence in the

R e then moved 
to Basque country in France and a 
short time later entered the military 
school in Paris and is now the most 
wonderful military genius in 
the 
world. 
"In 1860, John J. Pershing was 
bom in a little village in Missouri. 
He "was of Alsacian parentage and 
his parents formerly lived in a place 
called Colmar, Alsace. As you know 
he became the greatest military 
genius in America. 
Strange but 
true it took a descendent of Alsac- 
ians and a son of Lorraine to re­ 
store Alsace and Lorraine to France. 
"The name Pershing was formerly 
, spelled Phserin’, which in Alsacian 
dialect means ‘a peach.’ 
There is 
a street in Colmar called Peach 
street. 
Therefore it eau be truly 
said that General Pershing is a 
"peach."

Since the 
population of our common wealth 
is largely rural, it behooves us to 
give our boys and girls the training 
that will best prepare them for life’s 
work as farmers, home-makers, hus- 
band-men and community-buiiders. 
Then, too, the farmer and his 
family, after working patiently and 
faithfully for twelve months, richly 
deserve a short vacation, and the 
clean, wholesome agricultural fair 
meets this demand in every particu­
